Lying-In Hospital and Dispensary was held 
last evening at the residence of Dr. B. C, 
Dudley, 1619 Indiana avenue. The financial 
report showed receipts and expenditures for 
the year of between $9,000 and $10,000, and 
the detailed statement of the cost.of conduct 
of the institution indicated economy and 
good judgment in the management. It was 
shown in the statement presented by Dr. J. 
B. De Lee that the &verage cost of the care 
of a patient and infant was $1.46 a day, 
somewhat less than the average expense of 
a single patient’s care in the general hospi- 
tals of the city. | ! 

Above a thousand cases have been handled 
‘in the course of the year, and among those 
of which the Lying-In Hospital and Dis- 
pensary hed full charge not one death has 
oecurred. | 

The work of the hospital fs organized fnto 
séctions as follows: The dispensary, sit- 
uated in the heart of the Maxwell street dis- 
trict; the hospital, in Ashland avenue, near 

Marrison street; the gpm schools for 
physicians and nurses; and the incubator 
station. In the latter work twelve infants 
have been cared for, ten of them surviving. 

The dispensary work has outgrown its 
present building, and plans have been drawn 
for a new structure, to be erected this spring 
in the same Maxwell street neighborhood.

NOW HAS PIRES 
Police That an Incendiary 


| SEEK A FORMER EMPLOYE 


tives Look for Discharged 
Elevator Man. 


OIL AGAIN USED AS FUEL 
Seven fires of incendiary origin were dis- 
covered yesterday ih the Majestic Hotel, an 
uncompleted structure, which adjoins the 
Great Northern Hotel on Quincy street. 
While lacking the motive of robbery, which 
was apparent in the fires of the preceding 
day in the Palmer House, Sherman House, 
and Great Northern, the fires in the Majestic 
are attributed by the police to the same méen 
or man. 

The police are investigating on two theortes 
—one, that the fires are the work of rob- 
bers; the other, that a'’pyromaniac is devot- 
ing himself to the down-town hotels. In any 
event, it is admitted that the fires were not 
of accidental origin. 


Woman Gives a Clew. 

During the afternoon a woman, who was 
discharged from thé employ of the Palmer 
House ten days ago, together with a male 
employé, was taken to the office of Fire In- 
spector Conway and closely questioned. Her 
answers apparently satisfied the inspector, 
who sent detectives out in search of the mam 

A close description of the man sought was 
furnished by Elevator Conductor Peter 
Kearney of the Palmer House, who had seen 
the supposed incendiary running down the 
stairs of the hotel a few moments before the 
discovery of the first fire of Thursday night. 
The description coincides with that of the 
discharged employé and of the man who was 
heard by Captain Gillen of the fire insurance 
patrol during the Great Northern fire telling 
companion of in¢gidents of the Palmer 
House fire. 

The man is described as 6 feet tall and 
wearing a dark mustache and black slouch 
hat. The suspect formerly was employed as 
an elevator operator, Several of the present 
employés of the hotel! declare that his queer 
actions often were commented on. 

* I do not believe the man suspected has 
any knowledge of the fires,” said Manager 
Howe of the Palmer House,” although he 
did act in an odd way while employed here. 
His description tallies with that given by 
Kearney and Captain Gillen. However, I 
believe the inspector is anxious to see him.,”’ 

Fires in the Majestic. 

The fires on @ifferent floors of the new 
Majestic Hotel were extinguished by em- 
ployés before the arrival of the Fire depart- 
ment. All undoubtedly were of incendiary 
origin. The material used for combustibies 
in the first fire had brought to the room 
and ignited, after which the door of the room 
was closed. if 

The Fire department responded to two 
alarms sent in by the employés, and a large 
crowd gathered abo 
men and firemen made a thorough search of 
the place, but, although the one exit was 
guarded, no trace of the incendiary could be 
discovered. 

An old broom, soaked in oil, and a quan-~- 
tity of charcoal furnished fuel for the first 
fire. which was discovered in a closet on tive 
eighth floor at 10:30 a, m. “At noon two eini- 
ilar blazes were discovered almost simultan- 
eously on the third and fourth floors, and at 
1:30 p. m. a pile of liumber stored in a Hnen- 
room on the sixth r was found to be 
smoldering and the odor of oil was detected. 


the second floor and. another was found on 
the fourth floor. Only employés working on 
the construction of the hotel are admitted to 
the building, and Manager James A. Glodrey 
and Owner John A. Davidson said that no 
explanation of the mysterious fires could be 
advanced by them. After the second fire 
a close watch was maintained about the 
structure, but to no avail. | 


, Detectives Working on Case. 

Captain Colleran yesterday assigned De- 
tectives Nagle, Flaherty, McLaughlin, and 
Murtaugh as a special detail to investigate 
the fires, and Fire Inspector Conway has 
several of his men working on the mystery. 

Manager Howe of the Palmer House inti- 
mated yesterday that the fires were kindled 
by some degenerate employé of the hotels 
who enjoys the excitement. “ We are watch- 
ing the hotel closely,” he said, “* and should 
another fire occur I do not believe the assist- 
ance of the Fire department will be needed.”

SAY RECORDS SHOW BIG LOSS. 


Citizens’ Association Officers Declare 
Town Deficiency in Three Years 
Is $909,668. 


Officers of the Citizens’ association have 
found records. in the office of the County 
Treasurer which they say show a loss of 
$909,668 from the town governments during 
the last three years. Of this sum they in- 
sist $802,768 is lost, but they expect to save 
the difference—$106,900—from the 1900 levy. 

The figures secured from the records show 
the seven towns took, including the tax levy 
for “ town purposes ” and the 2 per cent of 
ali collections allowed, $512,822 in 1808; in 
1899, $348,946; in 1900, $136,900. The decrease 
is attributed to the activity of the Real Es- 
tate board and the Citizens’ association, the 
latter having prevented the appropriation 
of the “tax levy for town purposes” last 
fall, amounting to $152,500. 

In 1898 it is charged that the West Town 
took $149,655. next year it managed to 
spend $57,116. In 1898 one firm of bankers, 
A. J. Graham & Sons, presented warrants 
aggregating $70,010 cashed for employés of 
the board at a discount. :

Edwin T. Earl’s Capitulation with His 
Southern California Property Taken 
to Mean Higher Prices During Year. 


Los Angeles, Cal., Feb. 15.~[Special.]—In 
southern California the sale of the Conti- 
nental Fruit Express, owned by Edwin T. 
Earl, to the Armour company, is accepted as 
a virtual capitulation of Mr. Earl to the on- 
elaughts that fruit growers for several years 
have made upon his intérests. — 

When the Interstate Commerce commission 
last year held its session in Los Angeles, the 
‘evidence revealed an agreement entered into 
between the Continental Fruit Express, the 
Fruit Growers’ Express, and the Santa Fé 
Fruit Car Hne, on the one hand, and the 
Santa Fé and Southern Pacific on the other, 
whereby all other refrigeration cars were 
to be kept off these railroads, and the busi- 
ness was divided on the basis of the Conti- 
nental and Fruit Growers’ lines each re- 
ceiving 87% per cent and the Santa Fé Fruit 
line 25 per cent. «=<. 

The contract betWeen these car lines and 

railroads was made to extend until October, 
1902, and last season there were 4,000 cars. 
in the service. Since then the Santa Fé line 
has bought 500 cars, while the Fruit Growers’ 
Express has increased its service to 3,900 
‘cars, and the Continental Express to 1,600 
cars. 
» At that session the fruit growers con- 
tended that the railroads should give relief 
by supplying refrigerator cars instead of 
cars owned by companies similar to Earl's. 
Acquisition by the Armour company of these 
interests will cover the California fruit in- 
dustry. 

Shippers are of the opinion that this consol- 
idated element will assume the promisxience 
of a trust in handling fruits and will restore 
the profits that for several years, owing to 
‘aggressive action, have been lacking.

He fell back in his chair, and 
Mr, Busbey, with the help of Dr. Mayhew, 
carried him to a non cians | He immediately 
became unconscious. 

Dr. Z. P. Hanson, 376 Wiirren avenue, was 
called, and made an effort to revive Dr. 
Goodwin, but was unable to do so. The 
minister died soon after the physician's ar- 
rival. Dr. Hanson said the cause of death 
was a hardening of the enterion, due to old 
age. 

Mrs. Goodwin is visiting friends in Elk- 
horn, Wis. She is in poor health, and on that 
account was not informed of her husband's 
death last night, Dr. Hanson will go to 
Elkhorn this morning, arriving at 11:30 
o'clock, ‘to break the news to her. Funeral 
atrangements will be made after consulta- 
tion with Mrs. Goodwin. — 


. Nestor of Congregational Ministers. 

The Rev. E. P. Goodwin was the Nestor 
of the Congregational] ministers in Chicago. 
A number of churches of that denomination. 
on the West Side, now prosperous, were 
founded by him as missions during the 
thirty-three years he was pastor of First 
Church. His life work as a pastor ended 
last fall, when he resigned. Since then, 
however,-he had occupied pulpits in many 
of the city churches. During the anti-vice 
crusade he volunteered to preach the gospel 
on Sunday in Dave Lewinsohn’s saloons, 
the Adams and the Mendota, but the clos- 
ing of the resorts prevented him from carry- 
ing out his plan. 

It felb to the lot of Dr. Goodwin in the 
later years of his ministry to perform the 
marriage service for some of those whom 
he christened in the early years of his pas- 
torate. 
success as ministers owe their advancement 
to the inspiration and help of Dr. Goodwin. 
He was an Amherst man and a graduate of 
the Union Theological Seminary. 


Friend of James A. Garfield. 

Dr. Goodwin was born in Rome, N. Y., in 
1832, After his graduation from Amherst he 
accepted a call to the church at Columbus, 
O., in 1860. There he and James A. Garfield 
became friends. He came to Chicago thirty- 
three years ago as pastor of the First Church, 
at Ann street and Washington boulevard. 
The membership then was 452; now it is 
more than 1,500. From this society grew 
Warren Avenue, Covenant, 
Bethany, and the Leavitt Street Churches. 

At the time of the fire in 1871 Dr. Good- 


win offered his church as a refuge for the | 


homeless. For a few days it was Chicago's 


“ City Hall.”’ Placards designating the offices 
Qhief of Police,” Fire department,” etc., 
decorated the walls, and the City Councll 


held its first sessions there after the fire. It 
is told that when the first relief supplies for 
the sufferers began coming in the Aldermen 
insisted om handling the cash. At a Sunday 
evening session, while Dr. Goodwin in the 
auditorium above was preaching, the Alder- 
men in the Sunday school room below had a 
rough and tumble fight over the question 
of finance. The church was the headquarters 
for: the distribution of food and clothing 
among the sufferers. 


|| ‘Makes a Trip to Mexico. 

In 1892 Dr. Goodwin went on an extended 
tour of Mexico. This was the only long 
absence from his duties while he was at First 
Church till he resigned last summer. In all 
his labors Mrs. Goodwin assisted him. Their 
residence at 854 Washington boulevard was 
at all times open to rich and poor alike. 

Dr. Goodwin left besides the widow three 
children: Albert P. and Paul, the latter a 
student at Princeton, and Miss Margaret 
Goodwin, a teacher at Crookston, Minn.

Maurice Thompson “was on sept. 9. 
1844, ‘at Fairfield, Ia., where his parents were 
residing temporarily. The famiby moved to 
Kentucky soon. afterward, and a few years 
later to northern Georgia, settling between 
Atlanta and Chattanooga. There the bpy 
grew to 

Soon after the war opened Thompson en- 
tered the confederate army. He served 
through the war and surrendered near 
Kingston, Ga., in May, 1865. Returning 
home, he found his father’s plantation de- 
stroyed and the family destitute. For a 


year he worked as a field laborer by day and. 


reviewed his engineering studies by night. 
Then, seeing a prospect for success at lew, 
he studied in an attorney's office. The re- 
construction trouble upset all prospects for 
a lawyer, however, and he w at to Craw- 
fordaville, Ind., with no money and not even 
an acquaintance to depend upon. Hearing 
of a railway survey, he went to the chief en- 
gineer and applied for a place, Three months 
later he was the chief engineer, and a little 
while after he was the railway President's 
son-in-law. 

All this. time he had been. a iter, ina 
desultory ‘way. Fond of outdoor sports and 
a master of them, he devoted his first pub- 
‘lished writings to their interests. In 1877 he 
began to write on archery, and his papers 
appeared in the leading magazines. Horace 
Greeley made the acquaintance of Mr. 
Thompson and printed a number of his 
stories and poems.

At this time the young author attracted the 
attention of such men as Lowell, Longfellow, 


Bryant, and Emerson, and their patronage 
gave him strong encouragement, This was 


while he was in law practice, which he shortly 
gave up to devote himself entirely to litera- 
ture. He was the first to call critical atten- 
tion to the literary promise of the, South and 
to predict the vigorous growth of art there; 
and he was among the first to write Southern 
“fe into fiction of the best character. - The lit- 
tle novel, “A Tallahassee Girl,’ was his 


earliest venture tn this field: It appeared 


anonymously and was a success, passing 
through many editions. 

Mr. Thompson served as legis! tor, State 
Geologist of Indiana, and on many political, 
legal, scientific, and literary commissions. 
In 1888 he was a delegate to the Democratic 
national convention. As a lecturer he was as 
popular as he was difficult to engage. His 
published books are twelve or more, including 
works of fiction, science, criticism, poetry, 
and books ‘on outdoor life. 

“ Alice of Old Vineennes”*’ Mr.

GRAND JURY FAILS TO ACT. 


Kansas City, Mo., Feb. 15.—Mrs. ‘Lulu 
Prince-Kennedy, her father, Charles .W. 
Prince; and her two brothers, William and 
Albert Prince, will be tried for the murder 
of Philip H. Kennedy, contracting agent of 
the Merchants’ Dispatch company. 

Mrs. Kennedy, who shot and killed her hus- 
band on Jan. 1, was today indicted by the 
grand jury for murder in the first degree. 
Later warrants against her father and broth- 
ers, charging them with being accomplicesin 
the crime, were issued at the instigation of 
the County Prosecuting Attorney. The trial 
was set for the April term of court. 

When the grand jury returned its report, 
failing to indict the Princes, Prosecuting At- 
torney Hadley caused the issuance of capias 
warrants for their arrest. The information 
filed states that Lulu Prince-Kennedy felon- 
flously and with malice aforethought killed 
Kennedy and thag¢ the three Princes “ in- 


| cited, procured, moved, commanded, and aid- 


ed her in the killing.’’ 

William Prince was arrested as he was 
leaving his sister's cell, where he had been 
visiting her.

Elizabeth A. Bengett, 6529 Lafiin street, lies 
in the’ undertaking-rooms of A. J. Birken- 
kamp, 6339 Halsted street, awaiting burial. 
Mrs. Bennett was taken to the West Side 
:-Hospital on Feb. 4.and died there on last 
Wednesday. The funeral was to have taken 
place yesterday, but a certificate being lack- 
ing the arrangements were abandoned. Peter 
Bennett, the husband, then appealed to the 
Englewood police, and claims that he-is the 
victim of a plot to secure money for doctor's 
fees. 
He claims that Dr. K. A. Zurawski, 4800 
Loomis street, who attended his wife before 
her death, refused to issue the certificate 
until he was paid a bill of $10 for services. 
After the body was taken to the undertak- 
er’s and prepared for burial a perm was 
issued “by the Health department, but both 
Dr. Zurawski and the hospital physicians 
refused to sign it. As a last resort the Coro- 
ner was gppealed to and said that he would 
send one of hisgphysicians to examine into 
the death of the woman, and if he found that 
her death was caused by stomach trouble 
as alleged he would issue the certificate. 

Dr. Zurawski admits that Bennett is in- 
debted to him. for services, but claims that 
he did not attend the woman within five 
days of her death and is not legally bound to 
issue the certificate for that reason. This is 
disputed by the hospital! authorities, who say 
that he was the attending physician during 
her illness and they knew no other doctor in 
the case. 

*“ We never issue death ceriificates,”’ said 
the physician in echarge.of the hospital. 
“ They are always issued by the attending 
physicians. We act as their agents only. 
The hospital authorities do not hold us re- 
sponsible for the 6ertificates. Tie bill for 
our care of Mrs. Bennett has been settied in 
full and we know nothing of the dispute be- 
tween Dr, Zurawski and the relatives of the 
dead woman.”

w. B. Brainerd, for sixteen years a bailift 
in the Criminal Court, was suspended in- 
definitely yesterday by Sheriff Magerstadt. 
The action was the result of charges made 
by jurors who had served in the Becker mur- 
der trial. They said Brainerd had discussed 
the verdict with them, remarked the court 
would not like it, and that they could change 
it if they wished. Judge Holdom also took 
up the affair, but declined to say what he 
would do, “‘ Watch the caurt records,” was 
all he would say,. 

Three of the jurors who had. sat*in the 
Becker case had: been excused previously 
from further jury duty, and were not in 


tioned by the Judge. Foreman L. M. Lan- 
caster and Juror Julius Napierskia said that 
Brainerd, who wae in charge of the jury, had 
talked with them about their verdict after 
it had been. signed, 

Their testitnony showed that Brainerd had 
no means of knowing what the verdict was. 
except as the jurors told him. It was not 
shown that he forced a conversation, but 
his remarks were made during the course of 
@ conversation. . -. 

Juror H. Moats was also present at the | 
conversatiomy but he was not [n court yester- 
day. Judge Holdom called the two jurors, 
and Brainerd into the chambers, where the 
examinatfon was continued In the presence 
of Assistant State’s Attorney Olson. 

Of the Becker jury George Wilson, Hiram 
L. Moats, and Robert H. Taft were dis- 
charged from duty within a day after the 
return of the verdict. State's Attorney Olson 
challenged the men peremptorily, and the 
court discharged them. 

“ These men were not excused because of 
anything Bailiff Brainerd had said,”’ said Mr. 
Olson. “ The: first jury of the term. had 
found an acquittal in a case wherein I thought 
a conviction ought to have been had. It is 
often the case with new juries that we have 
to do some pruning.” 

Brainerd denied any wrotg intentions in 
the case. 

‘I certainly deny the story that I tried to 
influence the verdict in the Becker cage;’’ he 
said. ‘* After the verdict had been signed and 
sealed one of the jurors told me that he was 
not satisfied with it, and wished he had not 
voted for an ‘acquittal. I told him that the 
verdict Was in the hands of the jury until it 
had been handed to the court, and that it 
could be changed at any time. I did not sug- 
gest any changes, and I did not care what the 
verdict was.”’

ROGERS TO SUPERCEDE KEMPFF 


Rear Admiral Ordered to Sail on the 
New York to Join the Asiatic 
Squadron, 


Washington, D. C., Feb. 15.—Orders issued 
from the Navy department today direct Rear 
Admiral Rogers to hoist his flag on the 
cruiser New York on the 18th inst. and pro- 
ceed to the Asiatic station, where he will re- 
lieve Admiral Kempff as senior dron 
commander on that station, under Rear Ad- 
miral Remey, the commander-in-chief.

ATTACK ON JURY SYSTEM. 


OF SEMI-BARBAROUS AGE. 


Ceurt, in an Address to Yale Stu- 
dents, Declares That Jurors Are 
Treated Like Criminals and That 
‘Witnesses Are Browbeaten by Law- 
yers—Hopes Time Will Come When 
a Change Is Made. 


New Haven, Conn., Feb. 15.—[Special.]— 
“The jury system as it is at present ad- 
ministered is little less than a relic of a 
semi-barbarous age.”’ 

So declared Justice David J. Brewer of 
the United States Supreme. Court in an 
address to Yale students this evening. | 

The Justice was lecturing on “ The Re- 
sponsibilities of Citizenship”’’ and he was 
severe in his criticism of the treatment 
of the juror by courts andattorneys. Among 
other things he said: ‘ 

‘It is one of the duties of American citi- 
zenship that we are called to serve as jury- 
men. 
jury call reveals. Men don’t like to serve 
as jurors and I don’t blame them. 


Treated Like a Criminal. 


“The juror is treated little better than a 
criminal. He is locked up at night and its 
given little more pay than a day laborer. He 
is compelled to listen to the wrangle of law- 


yers. 

‘I hope that the time will come when the 
juror will be treated like a man, when he will 
receive the pay of a business-man. I also 
hope that the present system of conviction 
will give way to one in which the concur- 
rence of a reasonable number of jurors shall 
determine the verdict. . 


Witnesses Are Browbeaten., 


“Tt is one of the duties of American citt- 
zenship to perform the duties of a witness 
when summoned into court. Although in’ 
the present system the witness is treated 
iike a Mar, and is browbeaten by opposing 
lawyers. 

* But the jurof and the witness should 
strive for their own elevation, and. should 
perform their duties of citizenship in these 
respects when called upon to do so.”’

CRUSADE STILL SPREADING, 


Kansas City, Mo., Feb. 15.—[ Special 
Fifteen determined women, armed with axés 
and hatchets, moved upon the joints of Per- 
Ty, Kas., early tonight and when they had 
done with them the fixtures were reducéd to 


-Kkindling wood and the street ran with whis- 


key and beer. 

The women assembled by prearrangemeént 
at 6:15 o'clock. They were accompanied 
several men, whose mission was to see that 
no bedily harm was done them. The pro- 
prietor of the first saloon visited was polite- 
ness itself. He tnvited the women in, tol@ 
them to help themselves, and held a lamp 
while they stove in the heads of ten whiskey 
barrels and thirty-seven beer kegs and 
emptied their contents into the street... The 
fixtures of this place were of little value, 
but were destroyed. 

The next saloon was fitted with handsome 
fixtures, which were hacked to splinters and 
distributed as souvenirs among the crowd 
which had assembled. Six barrele of whis- 
ky and twenty-five kegs and twenty cases 
of beer were destroyed. In order to prevent 
the women from wrecking the cigar case 
the proprietor distributed its contents among 
the crowd. 


Beer Foam Drenches Reformer. 
One woman, who vigorously attacked a 


beer keg with an ax, was drenched with © 
its foaming contents as it rushed from the 


opening made by the weapon. ‘ 
The third and last jointist had been ape 
prised of the approach of the crusaders and 
hastily concealed several barrels of liquor 
in the cellar. He also substituted water for 
the beer in a large number of botiles. Noth- 
ing, however, was overlooked by the women. 
The hidden liquor was ferreted. out and 


emptied on the cellar floor, and the beer ~ 


kegs, bar fixtures, and glassware were de- 
molished. 

The women then visited a drug store, But 
found only a small quantity of Hquor. One 
woman broke a bottle cofitaining carbolie 
acid with a hatchet and her hand was burned 
severely by the drug. The Sheriff and Prose- 
cuting Attorney of the county and the Mayor 
and City Marshal of Perry were present, 
but did not attempt to interfere with the 
women in their work.

General De Wet has carried out his threat 
to transfer the scene of war into. British 
territory and has led a strong invading 
column into Cape Colony.¢ It¢s to be feared 
that the dashing Boer leader has taken 
counsel of his courage rather than of his 
judgment. He has entered the enemy's 
country, reckless of the fact that the British 
may close the door behind him and thus 
prevent his return. 

With De Wet in Cape Colony Lord 
Kitchener is throwing a strong cordon of 
troops along the Orange River and around 
the invading column. De Wet may force his 
way farther and farther southward, but 
every step he takes toward Cape Town in- 
creases the improbability of his being able 
to return to the Orange Free State. | 

The war in south Africa may thus be said 
to have reached a'crucial stage. If Lord 
Kitchener does not bottle up De Wet in Cape 
Colony he will give England the greatest 
disappointment she has suffered since the 
war began, and if De Wet succeeds in es- 
caping he will add to the reput&tion which 
already credits him with being the most 
daring and the most resourceful commander 
developed on either side during the war.

So far as has indicated by the dia- 
patches from Havana no reference has been 
made to the futuré relations between the 
island republic and the United States, and 
it is only too apparent that the subject iq 
one upon which thé Cubans are particularly 
sensitive. There is undeniably a strong fac- 
tion in the island which resents the idea 
of interference by the United States in any 
of the affairs of Cuba, internal or external.

Just now Russia appears to be suffering 
from a recurring attack of the conspiracy 
fever.

Petersburg brought the news of wholesale 
arrests of literary men, lawyers, students, 
and workingmen, all suspected of socialism. 
Fresh disorders have also occurred at the 
University of Moscow, where last Monday 
308 students refused to follow the prescribed 
course of study. : 

It is a mistake to assume that the Czar 
is behind the repressive measures, espe- 
clally against the students who are demand- 
ing @ program of radical political reforms, 
for he has on more than one occasion inter- 
fered in their behalf after they had fallen 
under the displeasure of hie Ministers.

_DICTS GENERAL ADVANCE. 


Heavy Orders from Agents on the Road 
an Encouraging’ Sign* for Year’s 
Business—Settlement of Labor Dif- 
ferences in the West and Satisfac- 
tory Conditions in Big Mills Prom- 
ise Much for the Future—Iron and 
Steel Demand Continues. 


New York, Feb. 15.—-R. G. Dun & Co.’s 
_ Weekly Review of Trade tomorrow will say: 

“ Business continues in good volume in 
nearly all parts of the country, and reports 
from the West and Southwest of a satisfac- 
tory distribution of merchandise by jobbers 
begin to have a familiar sound. Heavy or- 
Gers come from agents onthe road. There is 
no important change in prices in any de- 
partment of manufactured goods, and some 
Staples rise, while others decline, but the 
longer the situation remains as at present tho 
surer the business world feels about a rise 
in prices in the future, for the demand for 
merchandise for prompt consumption does 
not decrease. 

“Some progress has been made in the di- 
rection of settlement of labor differences 
in the far West, and the temper of soft 
coal miners is more amicable, while there is 
little concern among steel interests over the 
sensational stories of organization at the 
milis to enforce demands for higher wages. 
The standard measures of business make 
favorable comparisons. 

“At some points there are evidences of an 
inclination to delay operations in iron and 
steel until something definite is known re- 
garding the proposed combination, but this 
applies only to small undertakings, which are 
nsignificant in comparison with the urgent 

ealings that cannot be postponed. 


Mills Far Behind on Orders. 


“ Purchasers find difficulty in securing even 
approximate dates for delivery of goods in 
many products, and mills are so far behind 
orders, as a rule, that no new contracts are 
sought. Structural material and railway 
supplies are in greatest request, numerous 
heavy orders being accepted this week at 
full prices. There is no inclination to shade 
quotations of finished forms, and pig iron 
at Pittsburg again advanced. 

“No sign of weakness is apparent in any 
department of the boot and shoe industry, 
Some manufacturers have booked orders that 
will insure running on full time well into 
May, and it is an exceptional case where 
jobbers can secure March delivery even 
from the smaller shops. Salesmen are re- 
turning from the |W est and South with most 
cheerful reports,’ and while local jobbing 
‘ts less brisk than last week, there is no com- 
plaint. Forwardings from Boston were §7,- 
487 cases, against 83,255 in the previous week, 
and although the total for two weeks is some- 
what smaller than the 185,068 cases shipped 
last year, the movement in 1900 was heavier 
than in the corresponding fortnight of any 


Textiles Less Encouraging. 

“ News regarding the textile manfacture 
is less encouraging, despite the fact that 
sales of wool at the three chief Eastern 
markets rose to 6,972,600 pounds, far ex- 
ceeding all recent records, and showing a 
gain of 960,600 pounds over the same week 
last year. It was at this time in 1900 that 
the movement commenced to fall off and the 
depression began which has continued ever 
since. 

“Cotton fabrics continue quiet and domes- 
tic mills are not fully occupied. Liverpool 
cables have given no support, while Man- 
chester is securing raw cotton from India 
in unusually large quantities. These in- 
fluences caused a further decline in middling 
uplands, taking the price to the lowest point 
in three months. Exports in January were: 
valued at $85,837,084, against $27,089,251 in 
1900, but the increase was entirely due to an 
advance of 2.2 cents a pound imthe price, as 
the quantity was 1,842 bales smaller. 

“ Wheat was advanced this week by reports 
of receipts at the mills unfit for grinding. 
Flour output at Minneapolis is much smaller 
than a year ago, and a further decrease is 
expected. Atlantic exports of wheat, in- 
cluding fleur, for the week were 2,478,521 
bushels, against 1,529,533 last year. 

“ Failures for the week numbered 257 in 
the United States, against 218 last year, and 
in Canada 40, against 42 last year.” 


| As Seen by Bradstreet’s. 

Bradstreet’s tomorrow will say: 

“Trade advices are rather more cheer- 
ful. This applies as much to current re- 
tail business, which has been enlarged by 
wintry weather, as it does to opening spring 
trade, which finds stimulation in the gen- 
-eral confidence felt as to the outlook for 

the coming year. Prices show 
strength, all things considered, the ohne weak 
spot being raw cotton, which shares the 
rather ungatisfactory tone manifested by 
the cotton goods and yarn markets. 
* © Pon demand for our breadstuffs has 
been rather better and this is reflected in 
heavy exports, particularly of corn.e Spe- 
cially cheerful reports come from the shoe 
and leather, the lumber, and the iron trades, 
the strength of prices of the latter having 
‘been increased by the talk of pending con- 
solidations, although the volume of busi- 
mess is restricted from the same cause. 
Failures are smaller than of late and current 
railroad earnings show large gains over good 
returns of a year ago. | 


| Boots and Shoes in Demand. 

“ Boots and shoes are in rather better de- 

and atall markets. Retailed distribution of 

ese and of rubber goods has been helped 
by’ current weather conditions. Good spring 
orders are reported at most markets, par- 
ticularly Philadelphia, Chicago, and Bos- 
ton. Sole leather isactiveinsympathy. Bos- 
ton reports middle and heavy weight sole 
leather firmer, and some large transac- 
tions are reported, but there is a possibility 
that these are exaggerated. | 

** Despite the check to new business given 
by the talk of consolidation, a fair volume 
of trade is doing at all leading iron mar- 
kets, and the advances noted in these col- 
umns last week are firmly held. Bessemer 
pig is still selling at 13.25 at valley furnaces, 
equivalent to 14 at Pittsburg, and sales of 
10,000 tons are reported. Immediate deliv- 
erles of steel billets still cost 50 cents to $1 
more than the pool price, $19.75. Chicago re- 
ports manufacturers’ price lists withdrawn 
pending the consolidation, but that billets 
are $2 a ton higher on sales of 20,000 tons. 
Structural material is active, and the larg- 
est consumption since 1805 is looked for. 


Wheat and Flour Shipments. 

*“ Wheat, including flour, shipments for the 
week aggregate 4,814,878 bu, against 4,997,815 
last week, 3,834,069 in the corresponding week 
of 1900, 2,454,771 In 1809, and 3,832,744 in 1898. 
From July 1 to date this season wheat ex- 
ports are 125,790,374, against 126,856,361 last 
season and 159,055,980 in 1808-'09. Corn ex- 
ports for the week aggregate 4,760,422 bu, 
against 4,171,440 (corrected) last week, 3,490, - 
835 in this week a year ago, 1,560,545 in 1899, 
and 5,056,575 in 1898. From July 1 to date 
this season corn exports are 124,704,306 bu, 
against 136,187,109 last season and 104,840,115 
in 1898-'99. 

‘“‘Failures for the week fn the United 
States number 226, as against 250 last weck, 


in 1808, and 325 in 1897. Canadian failures 
numbered 39, against 34 last week, 35 in this 
week a year ago, 20 in 1899, 38 in 1898, and 53

TALK OF NEW BOULEVARD PLANS 


Council Committees Discuss Various 


Propositions for Improvements 
| in the City. pat 


é 


In connection with boulevard extensions 
considered yesterday by Council Commit- 
tees on Streets, the project of’ connecting 
‘the North and South systems by a viaduct 
or subway across or under the river has 
been revived.. ‘The plan of making 4° lake 
shore drive’ on the South Side also has beeh 
brought up for consideration in the shape 
of the Lake @venue boulevard ordinance of 
long standing. North shore residents out- 
side the Lincoln Park district have request- 
ed that the Sheridan road, Ashland avenue, 
and Pratt avenue. be turned over to them as 
boulevards. \All the plans have been sent 
to subcommittees for consideration. 

The proposed connection between the 
north and south boulevards across the river 
has been brought forward simply for dis- 
cussion, but the boulevard extensibn ordi- 
ancee are being pressed for passage. ‘That 
which would convert Lake avenue into a 
boulevard has met vigorous opposition from 
business-men,along the avenue and the resi- 
‘dents of other streets adjoining. Despite 
this, Alderman Jones said that a majority 
of the frontage favored the boulevard. — 

It is proposed to follow the lake eh 
streets nearest to it and at Thirty-fifth 
street to take up Lake avenue and con- 
vert it into a boulevard to Seventy-ninth 
streets and. thence south in Saginaw 
avenue to Ninety-second street and through 
Pullman. It is opposed for the réea- 
son that residents of other streets near Lake 
avenue fear traffic on their str will be 
increased if the teaming be barred off Lake 
avenue. The committee will investigate the 
situation. 

On the north shore the proposition is to 
have the city give over the control of Sheri- 
dan road, Pratt avenue, and Ashland avenue 
to the North Shore Park district, which 
while a part of Chicago is not within the 
Lincoln Park district. The local park dis- 
trict will assume charge of the streets, con- 
vert Pratt avenue and Ashland avenue into 
boulevards, and, maintain the system. 

The propositions of the North Shore Park 
District were presented to the Committee 
on Streets and Alleys North by Attorney 
Elmer E, Beach, Prestdent L. G. Kirkland 
of the board, and Commissioners F. H. 
Dolané and R. W. Vasey. |

NEED FLATS ON NEW BASIS 


PLAN TO PROVIDE HOMES FOR 
THOSE OF MODERATE MEANS. 


Mrs. Lydia Avery Coonley Ward Tells 
the Arche Club That Apartment 
Buildings Provided with One Kiteh- 
en for Common Use Would Give 
Many Young People Homes Who 
Now Are Unable to Stand the Ex- 
pense of Maintaining One. 


A plan to provide homes for the persons 
in moderate circumstances was proposed yes- 
terday by Mrs. Lydia Avery Coonley Ward 
at a meeting of the Arché club. 

‘There is a great work for women,” said 
Mrs. Ward, “in showing the need of an 
apartment building for small families man- 
aged on a new basis. It would be possible for 
many people to have homes who are now 
forced to live at boarding-houses, if large 
apartment buildings were so arranged that 
in each of them one apartment should be set 
aside for the domestic service. Have the 
meals cooked in this apartment and served 
in the homes. Servants for all the work 


new employment for women in conducting 
these service apartments. 


Plan Is Philanthropic. 
“A plan of this kind if carried out would 
prove a business success, I believe. 
savors of no charity, but the arguments 
for engaging in such an undertaking are 
that it ha¢ tmportant social and philan- 
thropic bearings. The idea is in operation 
in an Eastern city so far as the common 
housekeeper for several families is con- 
cerned and it is being tried by wealthy 
families. They find it an economy to em- 
ploy a woman trained in home science to 
manage the kitchens of several households. 
Buying. can be done in large quantities and 
saving effected in giving receptions or din- 
ners by having a regular and competent 
manager. 
“This idea should be applied in the apart- 
ment building. The woman who conducts 
the service apartment shduld be skilled. A 
large number of families could have real 
homes in the building without the expense 
of hiring individual servants, providing 
kitchens of their own or occupying such 
large apartments as would be otherwise re- 
ulred. 
. “ A&A number of women have become so far 
interested in the plan that they have wished 
to see such arrangements. They have 
hesitated to make the venture from the 
business point of view, not knowing it would 
be a success. I believe the women might 
show by their interest that it is demanded. 
It is an opportunity to provide homes for 
the homeless young men and women, not 
those who are homeless because of poverty, 
but those who find no place provided where 
homes can be made.” 


Women Approve It. 

Mrs. Ward’s suggestion met with approval 
among the club women from all sides. A 
young woman, who did not wish to be 

uoted, said: 

a? It is the thing I have failed to find in 
Chicago. There are flats to be rented for 
$50 to $75 a month which is more than 
we can afford. Many of the young people I 
know rent these flats and then rent out 
rooms. It takes away the privacy of the 
home, which every one seeks. Young wom- 
en are deprived of leisure when they oc- 
cupy small flats, if they are so fortunate 
as to find any, and attempt to do their own 
work. The fact is simple enough. The 
homes of Chicago are for the people of large 
incomes. The young people with moderate 
incomes find few provisions for their com- 


fort.” 
Ethics of the High Hat. 

Professor Charles Zeublin of the University 
of Chicago interested the women greatly 
by telling them why men wear silk hats 
and carry canes. It is for the purpose, he 
says, of showing that they have leisure and 
are not obliged to work. : 

“ What can a man do with a high hat on 


Professor Zeublin. ‘‘ His attire suggests that 
he is not attired for activity. He does not 
wear these accessories because of their 
‘intrinsic beauty. It is simply to emphasize 
the fact that he has leisure. Women have 
been prone to fall into money-spending hab- 
its and customs which emphasize their lejs- 
ure. Women’s clubs form an artificial means 
of contact with the activities of life into 
which men of affairs are brought directly. 
If the club movement were not confined to 
women, but brought together the men also, 
would be better.” 
"the members of the Arché club expressed 
pleasure at. this suggestion of admitting men. 
They applauded long and vigorously. The 
prospect of reforming men who wear high 
silk hats to an interest in something better 
than a display of leisure added a philan- 


ropic motive. 

Zeublin closed his lecture on 
‘* Labor and Leisure,” with an appeal for 
more interest in public affairs. He said there 
are plenty of men willing to go to Washing- 
ton to serve their State as Senators who 
are not willing to fill the tenfold more im-

One of the lesser lights of literary Paris has 
just died in the person of Mme. Pauline Caro, at 
the age of 67. She was the widow of the dis- 
tinguished member of the French Academy, M. 
— Caro, who died in 1887. Mme. Caro’s first 

i “ Le Péché de Madeleine,’’ appeared in 1864 
in thé Revue des Deux Mondes, under the pen narthe 
of P. Albane, and was a great success; it was at- 
tributed, among others, to Mme. de Bernis and to 
Mme, Piscatory.

The 
real name was disclosed in 1801, appearing on thé 
title page of ‘‘ Amour de Jeune Fille.”’ 


Count Tolstoi's attitude to the copyright ques- 
tiqn is set forth in a letter to the Free Age Press, 
congratulating them on their recent cheap publica- 
tion of his works. Hesays: * I also warmly sym- 
pathize with the announcement on your transia- 
| tions that no rights are reserved. Being well aware 
of all the extra sacrifices and practical difficulties 
that this involves for a publishing organization 
at the present day, I icularly desire to express 
my heartfelt gratitude to the translators and par- 
ticipators in your work, who, In generous com- 
pliance with my objection to copyright of any kind, 
thus help to render your English version of my 
writings absolutely free to all who may wish to 
make use of it.’ There is no doubt that Tolstoi 
practices what he preaches. One author has gone 
so far as to call him the only Christian in Europe. 


Some of the Warsaw papers give interesting par- 
ticulars of the private life of the author of ‘‘ Quo 
Vadis,’’ which have been eagerly appropriated by 
the literary paragraphers of Paris, where the ro- 
mance of Nero’s Rome continues to be widely read. 
M. Sienkiewfcz lives in Warsaw, Russian Poland, 
occupying with his @aughter and mother-in-law 
the second story of a tenement house. He is a 
widower. The rooms are simply furnished in old- 
fashioned style. Many pictures, the gifts of 
friends, cover the walls. The study of Sienkiewicz 
is a large, light, and airy room, containing a com- 
modious writing table and many well filled book- 
cases, A life-size picture of the deceased wife of 
Sienkiewicz hangs‘ on one wall, and hunting 
trophies on the others. Sienkiewicz begins his 
day between 9 andl0a.m. He breakfasts on tea 
and a few alices of ham or roast beef. He then 
works till 2 p. m., but drinks a cup of coffee with 
two or three raw eggs in the ge gem Stenkie- 
wicz is not particular as to what

is the author’s general beverage. Often he takes

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LOSS INTHE TOBACCO CROP 


SIXTY PER CENT FAILURE RE- 
PORTED FROM WISCONSIN. 


Chicage Denlers Say the Product of 
1900 Growth Was Damaged Sericus- 
ly in Harvesting and Caring—Con- 
tracts Are Canceled, as the Leaf Is 
Not Up to Specifications — Much of 
the Yield of 1890 Is in Store and 
Prices on This Will Advance, 


The Wisconsin leaf tobacco crop of 1900, 
@ccording to reports received in Chicago 
by dealers, jobbers, and exporters, is more 
than half a failure. The loss is placed at 
60 per cent, arid is quite generally distributed 
among the tobacco raising centers of Madi- 
gon, Stoughton, and other districts. 

Barly reports of the crop were that it was 
unusually heavy, but it dppears that the 
serious damages occurred in the harvesting 
and curing. Harvested piles of tobacco 
heated and when placed on the poles for 
curing soon showed Signs of what is known 
as “ pole rot.” Contracts for much tobacco 
were canceled, as it was not up to specifica- 
tions. The crop will not be a total loss, as 
much of it can be used for insect wash, dis- 
infectants, and other purposes at nominal 
prices, but little will be worked up into do- 
mestic perfectos for the use of the smoker. 


Damage in Other States. 

The leaf tobacco crop of 1900 in the States 
of Ohio and New York and the filer tobacco 
output in Pennsylvania is also reported as 
seriously damaged by rust in the harvesting 
and by “pole rot’’: while being cured. The 
Gamage to the crop is variously estimated at 
from 25 to 40 per cent by Chicago packers 
and dealers, who handle a large percentage 
of the output of these States, including Wis- 
consin. The bad crop reports, however, are 
offset by word from Connecticut of a big 
crop in excellent condition, and from the 
Southeastern States. 

Chicago dealers and jobbers are well sup- 
plied with large stocks of the 1890 crop, 
which was of unusual excellence, so that 
any present shortage will not be felt this 
year to any extent, but may have the effect, 
according to dealers, to increase prices next 
year. Good leaf tobacco will then be worth, 
if immediate indications hold out, fully 20 to 
BO per cent, if not more, than ruling rates. 

Small dealers who have not laid in tobacco 
stocks from the crop of 1890 will be affected 
to a considerable extent, and, according to 
@ large local exporter, will have to pay an 
advance on any orders now placed for leaf 
tobacco of 1800. 


Unable to Fill Contracts. 

* We have been unable to fill our contracts 
for 1900 fram ‘Wisconsin leaf tobacco,”’ said 
Jacob Sutter of Sutter Bros., “and have 
closed our warehouses at’ Madison, Janes- 
Ville, Soldiers’ Grove, and Cambridge. While 
the crop was an unusually large one, it was 
Not carefully harvested in many instances.” 

“My experience with the 1900 leaf tobacco 
crop in Ohio,” said I. Latzar, the Lake street 
dealer and exporter, “is that it is of a much 
lighter character and quality than the excel- 
lent crop of 1899.’’ 


Yield Unusually Large. ° 

Bdgerton, Wis., Feb. 15.—[(Special.]—The 
1900 tobacco crop was the largest ever grown 
in Wisconsin, being 33,000 acres, due to yield 
fully 150,000 boxes of 300 pounds each. Up 
to harvest time the crop promised a splendid 
one, and a good share of the crop was sold 
while yet in the fields in its uncured state; at 
Bm average price of about eight cents, at 
which figure the growers should have realized 
& handsome profit. 

Unfavorable weather during the curing sea- 
pom caused much leaf to be damaged fiom 
pole rot and shed burn, so that when the 
crop came to be delivered to the buyers trou- 
bie was experienced in securing the contract 
price agreed on. 

The Edgerton Tobacco Reporter several 
Weeks ago estimated the proportion of dam- 
age Of all descriptions in the crop at 25 per 
cent. Bome especially fine leaf is found in 
the crop, though it is hardly probable over 
70,000 cases of tobacco up to the usual stand- 
@ra of Wisconsin leaf will be obtained.

MUSIC AND THE DRAMA. | 


Chicago Orchestra Concert. | 

The program of the public rehearsal by the 
Chicago Orchestra yesterday afternoon in 
the Auditorium contained two novelties—an 
overture by Clarence Lucas and a violin 
concerto by Lalo. The overture proved ex- 
ceptionally attractive. Mr. Lucas, although 
now identified with London musical life, is 
a Canadian by birth, and, as the well-edited 
program-book of the orchestra informs us, 
it was a series of concerts given in Montreal 
by Mr. Thomas which fixed the determination 
of the young music enthusiast to devote him- 
self to the art he loved. It is but natural, 
therefore, that“our great conductor should 
be remembered with unusual kindliness by 
Mr. Lucas, and the dedication to him of the 
overture is but a visible token of gratitude 
felt for benefits unconsciously or consciously 
conferred. The work bids fair to enjoy popu- 
larity if it be given but halfa chance. Fof 
Mr. Lucas is a man who, possessing the rare 
gift of writing a melody, As not afraid or 
ashamed to put that melody on paper, and 
the melodies he writes have vitality and 
og gah and appeal to musician and layman. 


From this it is not to be concluded that Mr. 
Lucas is not a master of all the resources 
of modern harmony and modern orchestra- 
tion. He can be as modern as the most rabid 
anti-classicist could desire, but he also is 
capable of letting a melody stand out boldly | 
from its harmonic background instead of 
burying it in a cacophonic tonal mass that 
may, perhaps, look startling on paper, but 
appeals little to the hearer. And these clear- 
cut, strong melodies make for enjoyment to 
the listener, and the music that gives enjoy- 
ment ts the music that will live. 
, Mr. Lucas has given his overture the title 
“Macbeth,” but little attempt at niusical 
illustration of the Shakspearean tragedy has 
been meade, the association of the themes 
with incidents in the play seeming, after a 
first hearing at least, to be largely arbi. 
trary. The work needs no“ program,” how- 
ever. It is good music, well made, and con- 
taining much of beauty, and giving evidence 
of a musical creative talent from which 
notable works may be expected. | 

The Lalo concerto is a composition of great 
length and containing abundance of difficul . 
ties for the solo performer. It has moments 
of no inconsiderable beauty, and it is at all 
times interesting, for Lalo has said what 
he had to say in striking, novel, and masterly 


commanding. The first movement contains 
the most of musical worth, although the an- 
dantino possesses the qualities that most 
quickly appeal to the average listener. 
Mr. Kramer, the concertmeister of the 
orchestra, was the soloist, and surpassed in 
bravour, tonal power, and technical) virtu- 
osity any performance one had heard from 
him before. The tone he won from his in- 
strument was full, warm, and virile, and the 
technical difficulties with which the last 
movement of the concerto abounds were 
overcome. with fine ease and suret An 
encore was demanded, and responded to with 
the Madrigale of Simonetti. .

This is a mistake. 
England’s most cel- 
ebrated naval chief- 
tain left no legitimate issue, but only a nat- 
ural daughter by Lady Hamilton. The 
present Earl Nelson, who succeeded to the 
title three years prior to the accession of 
Queen Victoria, is not the grandson but 
the grand-nephew of the great Admiral. He 
is a grandson of the latter's elder sister, Mrs. 
Bolton, whose son became second Ear! Nel- 
son, the first Earl having been the Admiral’s 
parson brother, who died without male issue. 
The present Lord Nelson is likewise in holy 
orders and as straitiaced as Admiral Lora 
Nelson was the reverse. He receives from 
the British t ury an annual pension of 
$25,000, and this annuity is to continue as 
long as there is any bearer of the title of 
BDarl Nelson, only ceasing when the peerage 
by reason of the failure of male heirs be- 
comes extinct, on which occasion the Trafal- 
gar house estate presented to the Admiral by 
the nation, and which is situated near Salis 
bury, will revert to the state. As the present 
Ear! has held the title some sixty-six years,he 
has received all told in the neighborhood of 
a million and a half of dollars from the na- 
tion, and there seems to be little prospect 
of the state being relieved of its obligations 
in the matter. For Lord Neison has no less 
than five sons and @everal grandsons. More- 
over, according to the patent of the Earldom, 
should even all these die without issue,
